Swamp. 


HAS NOT BEEN IDENTIFIED YET 


Three Men Out for Sunday Walk Make 


the Gruesome Discovery. Med- 


ical Examiner Brown and Offi- 


cers Visit the Body. 
Was 


Dead About a Month.

Peter Sanguinette, William Alderman 


and Henry Kins who took a ramble Sun- 
day intn liear's Swamp made a gruesome 
discovery in that wooded wild. It was 
the body of a man, badly decomposed and 
announcing its presence more to the sense 
of smell than of sight. The men making 
the discovery hastened to the police sta- 
tion, arriving about 3 o'clock and notified 
Captain Hineen of their find. Captain 
Dineen notified Medical Examiner O. J* 
Brown. The medical examiner, the cap- 
tain and Mr. Sanguinette as pilot,'started 
immediately for the place. On their way 
they called on Edward Gleason of Clarks- 
burg and took him along. Mr. Gleason is 
chairman of the 
Clarksburg select- 


men and the place where the body 
was found is in that town. This made it 
necessary or expedient to have a Clarks- 
burg official present when an examina- 
tion was being made. 


The of..cials had much difficulty in 


reaching the place. 
They had to pick 


their way for nearly two miles through 
dense, wet underbush. Quite a long time 
was taken in locating the place, though 
Mr. Sanguinette had been there not two 
hours before. 
Alter dreary tramping the 


body was found, and Medical Examiner 
Brown bea;an his examination. The body 
was in a very advanced stage of decompo- 
sition and was not recognizable, the man 
Laving[been dead probably a month. Itwas 
that of a small man, 5 feet 3 inches in 
height,afld the age was probably about 40. 
There w:.s little hair on the top of the 
head. 
The coat and vest were of dark 


corded material and the trousers were 
slate colored, the left leg slightly torn as 
if it had caught on brush. The shoes were 
off and the feet were bare. The man evi- 
dently had not been wearing socks. There 
was a plain ring on the third finger of the 
left hand, three keys on a key ring, a com- 
piss on the end of a watch chain and a 
small piece of carbon in one of the pockets. 


There were no marks on the body that 


could be detected to indicate how the 
man canif to his death. The body lay on 
its back, the legs slightly drawn up and 
the arms extended, a gruesome sight, 
half wasted away, and emitting an odor 
unbearable. Itwas in underbrush that 
hid it so completely from vie-v that is is a 
matter ot wonder that it was found. It 
was a mile and a half from the road, in 
the heart of a dense woo'l, and about six 
miles from North Adams. The medical 
examiner and Capt. Dineeu did not re- 
turn unti! nearly 8 o'clock, and the offi- 
cers had no clew to find out who the man 
was. 


During the evening, while the officers 


were at the place where the body lay, 
Carrie Stf wart of Kiver street extention 
sent the officers a picture of Fred Frye, 
who had boarded at her house, and had 
been mis; ing since July 6. Mr. Frye said 
he was going to explore the Bear swamp 
region. The news of the find was a shock 
to Mrs. SI ewart, who believed the body 
was that of her friend, and she was taken 
ill. It 
ifc not thought the body is Mr. 


Frye's. The clothing was not as good as 
Mr. Fryo would wear. He was a shoe 
operative, and dressed well. Besides he 
was not so old as ii is believed the man 
who died in the swamp was. 


The name of Edward Nottingham was 


given tho officers. Mr. Nottingham had 
lived at tie city farm for some years, and 
Sunday night could not be located. Some 
of his friends had missed him for some 
weeks and were almost sure it was his 
body that was found in the woods. He 
was said to have gone to the home of 
John Michaels in Clarksburg and hired a 
room there, intending to pick berries in 
the swamp and earn money to leave the 
city. This morning it was asserted that 
Mr. Nottingham was seen Sunday near 
the Mixer farm house, sitting in the shade 
of a tree and reading a newspaper. Sev- 
eral have reported today that Mr. Not- 
tingham is all right. 


When the news of the finding of the 


body got around Sunday there was a lot 
of theorizing indulged in. Not a few 
•were willing to say that the man who 
died in the woods was the murderer of 
the Reeds; that he had fled into the for- 
est from justice and had committed sui- 
cide. Th':re is nothing to support this 
theory. It is probable tbe man lost his 
way, wandered until he was foot-sore, sat 
down in the dense wooda and took off his 
shoes, stretched himself out to rest and 
died. Tho death of the man may Jiave 
been caused by extreme exhaustion. 


The police have no means of identifying 


the body. The articles found on it have 
been placed in the hands of Selectman 
Gleason. 
Sunday night it was decided 


the body could not be removed and it will 
be buried where it lay. The town of 
Clarksburg must look after tne burial.

FITCHBURG-ROAD'S FUTURE, 


Talk of Merging the Railroad With the 


Vanclerhilt Interests. 


Sunday's New York Sun says the rumor 


was circulated on the streets of Boston Sat- 
urday that the Fitchburg railroad would 
very soon be merged with the great Van- 
derbilt system by means of the closer con- 
nection between it and the Delaware and 
Hudson, as intimated in an interview with 
Dr. W. Seward Webb published in the 
Snn a few days ago. 


The Fitchburg road runs to Troy, N. Y., 


where there is a connecting link for it 
with the Delaware and Hudson, with the 
Nickel Plate and the West Shore by way 
of Rotterdam Junction. 


It is therefore apparent that the West- 


ern connections of this road are entirely 
under the Vanderbilt interest. Its traffic 
policy is to a great extent dictated by 
these connections. With the possibilities 
of docking facilities at the end of the line, 
the Fitchburg forms an ideal outlet for 
the Atlantic seabord business of these 
roads, and its earnings have been helped 
materially by its close alliance with the 
Delaware & Hudson, and through it with 
the other companies. Delaware & Hudson 
business sent by way of the Rutland, the 
Central Vermont, and the Boston and 
Maine must traverse an indirect route, 
while by the way of the Fitchbnrg it 
takes an almost direct lino across the 
state to Boston. 


The facilities of handling grain at Bos- 


ton have impressed the fancy of the man- 
agers of the Vanderbilt system; and the 
death ot President Marcy <tnd the topsy- 
turvey state of Fitchburg affairs seem to 
give them an opportunity to take posses- 
sion, 


Mr. Webb is a director in the Fitchburg, 


and also the Hutland, which passed under 
t^he domination again of the Delaware 
and Hudson after the Central Vermont 
receivership. The state of Massachusetts 
owns most of the common stock. If the 
Delaware and 
Hudson purchased the 


road, the state would probably sell out.

HE WILL PROBABLY DIE, 


But Held In $20,000 Bonds at Bos= 


ton Today to Appear Before the 


Grand Jury on Two Counts. 


Boston, Aug. 23.—Everett Willis, who 


was severely wounded by the officials ot 
Oharlestown state prison while assisting 
his brother Herbert, the Taunton mur- 
derer, to escape from that institution, 
was today held in 520,000 for his appear- 
ance before the grand jury. 


The prisoner who had recovered from 


his injuries sufficiently to warrant his re- 
moval from the hospital where he was 
confined under guard several days ago, 
was taken to police headquarters this 
••doming and thence to the photograph- 
er's where his picture was taken to be 
placed in the rogues' gallery. 


Herbert, the brother, it will be remem- 


bered, died about a week ago as the result 
nf wounds sustained during his desperate 
uttempt to gain his liberty. 


The arraignment took 
place in the 


Chnrlestown district court room. The 
charge which was in two counts included 
assault with intent tcrkill upon Elijah S. 
Darling and James L. Abbot, officers at 
the state prison. Bail was flxed at .»10,OCO 
on each count. 


Willis apparently suffered intense pain 


and seemed scarcely able to move a mus- 
cle. The physician who saw the prisoner 
this morning before he left the city prison 
said the youth would not live longer than 
a month. 
The ball which nearly termin- 


ated his career during the fracas at the 
prison is still lodged behind the base of 
the left ear. The surgeons have aban- 
doned the idea of probing for it at the 
present.

iu;, or shown as uniform improvement as 
this week. The markets are called crazy 
by some, but fairly represent the people 
whose confidence in the future is strong ] 
an 1 increasing. 
Nothing appears to 


ch"ck it. Rumors of injury to crops are 
not sufficiently supported to have much 
iniluenee. The one temporary hindrance 
is the strike of bituminous coal miners, 
•which interferes as yet little with Indus- 
ti ius, and seems likely to terminate with- 
in i week. Fluctuations in the stock and 
pr >duce markets do not alter the fact 
th u, on the whole, they are still tending 
upward. The demand lor money im 
pi oves, tasing from New York to the in- 
terior about half a million more than was 
rtceived during the week, and offerings 
oi commercial loans are much larger. 


The greatest gain has been for agricul- 


tnie. Corn has advanced a little in price, 
but is moving very largely, so that the 
last, year's surplus may soon be marketed, 
nnltss the new crop turns out better than 
m.my now expect. 
Cotton declined an 


eighth because of an estimate promising 
the largest crop ever grown, but the 
goods market is decidedly improving, and 
some of the large mills, atter a few weeks 
of suspension, have resumed work. Other 
fa rm products are doing well also, but 
vviieat has advanced about llj) cents for 
tho week on actual transactions, with 
fceavy purchases for export. 
Wheat has 


Ci-en going up like a rocket, and the top 
price is not yet reached. 


The iron and steel industry is pushing 


forward in spite of the still unsettled 
Itrike of bituminous coal miners, and the 
enormous purchases of ore at Cleveland, 
and also of billets at Pittsburg, show the 
utmost confidence in the future. Many 
additional establishments have begun 
work during the past week, and while no 
material change in prices has occurred, 
the reports indicate fewer concessions to 
E'.-cure business, and a much steadier tone. 


In the woolen business a constant in- 


crease appears in the number of establish- 
ments at work, and the demand for goods 
h:is much increased. There is some con- 
tinued demand in prices for staple arti- 
c'es. The bales of wool are very large, 
amounting to 15,030,505 pounds for the 
week, and 38,530,305 for three weeks, of 
\vhich 26,155,350 were domestic. 


Failures for the week have been 223 in 


the United States against 2SO last year 
;iud 30 in Canada against 27 last year. 


John L. Sullivan is a candidate for

Post of Linox and Albert B. Clark of Lee 
have both been supposed to be canditates 
to succc ed Senator Irwin at the expiration 
of his two years of service. Both are 
members of the present house. But since 
Mr. Lawrence may be a congressional 
candidate Mr. Irwin feels that he would 
like to go to the senate again and be its 
president. 


The 1'ittsfield, Me., Advertiser is trying 


to find the champion cider drinker of 
Maine. "It is reported that a man in the 
town of Canaan has drank five barrels of 
cider since last cider-making time, and 
has commenced on his sixth, none hold- 
ing less than 10 gallons. If any man has 
drank more iu the same time let us hear 
from him, and he will be entitled to the 
first prize." We would suggest that any 
man who had drank more is not likely 
to be heard from. He would be in the 
hereafter, having taken the jim-jams 
road. 


The tributes that have been paid to the 
late Ashley B. \Vright and the work 
which he accomplished during his nota- 
ble life have been in no ways surprising to 
those who knew him well. It is John 
Fiske, the eminent historian, who has 
said so wisely that it is impossible to study 
causes and events and estimate them at 
their true value in the heat of a conflict.

Mr. Wright was a 
reserved man; he was not of the type of 
politic ans that slaps a voter on the back 
and is a hail fellow well met, as the 
phrase runs. He was not a public speaker, 
although he was able to express concisely 
and clearly what he desired to say on the 
plattorm. The tributes that have been 
paid to Mr. Wright have been truly ap- 
preciative and deserved. 
His memory 


will bt held dear and his good word will 
live alter him.—Boston Sunday Globe. 


There is a queer state of things about 


convention nominations. The last legis- 
lature blundered and unwittingly passed 
a law that requires only a plurality and 
not a majority in all conventions save the 
state convention. 
A candidate, under 


this law, does not need a majority. If he 
be the leading candidate that is enough. 
This tact has attracted the attention of 
Western Massachusetts politicians, espe- 
cially on account of the coming special 
election for congress to fill the seat of 
the late A. B. Wright. It is understood 
that the secretary of state thinks that a 
congressional convention really comes 
under the head of a convention for the 
nomination of a state officer. If this is 
so, a large cause for fear of the workings 
of the law in this section would be done 
away with.

degree less culpable than treason, and U 
punished as a crime of the deepest dye, 
such a violation of the ties of nature being 
held to be evidence of the most unprinci- 
pled dopravity. Any person convidlid of 
a design to kill his or her parents or an- 
cestors, whether a blow bo struck or not, 
is liable to buffer death by being beheaded. 
If tbe murder is actually committed, all 
tho parties concerned therein, whether 
principals or accessories, if related to the 
deceased as above mentioned, suffer dead] 
in « slow and painful manner, being cut 
into a thousand pieces 
It tho criminal 


dies in prison, an execution similar m 
mode takes pluce ou his body. 


Murder in all cases is punished Ijy de- 


capitation. 
When committed with the de- 


eiga of afterword mangling the body and 
distributing the limbs of the deceased for 
magical purposes, cot only is tho offender 
executed, but all the inmates of his house, 
although innocent of the crimo, are per- 
petually banished. Persons giving infor- 
mation 
by which 
suoh offenders are 


brought to justice receive a reward of 20 
ounces of silver Irom the government. 


All persons rearing venomous animals 


or preparing drugs of a poisonous nature 
for the purpose of murder are beheaded, 
their property confiscated and family ban- 
ished, even if no person Is actually killed 
by such means.—Green Bag. 


Cheerful Mr. Maxim. 


Mr. Hudson Maxim believes that ho baa 


solved the problem of the naval battles of 
tbe future and that he has a scheme of de- 
struction beside which earthquake and 
tho plagtie are as sucking doves. He de- 
scribed his plan recently before the Royal 
United Service Institution of Great Brit- 
ain as a system of aerial torpedoes! His 
projectile, he declared, could be fired from 
ordnance at service velocities with perfect 
safety. His guns would be of much greater 
caliber and far less thickness of metal 
than the present guns, and his projectile, 
being of much thinner steel, would carry 
a much larger charge of explosive. 
For 


instance, a 12 inch gun would fire an SoO 
pound shell, but his gun would hurl an 
aerial torpedo weighing 2,700 pounds, of 
which 1,420 pounds would be pierio aoid. 


Mr. Mfixirn went on to show th.it, tak- 


ing the cost of the battleship at £1,000,000 
nnd that of tho cruiser nt £100,000, a lleet 
of torpedo cruisers capable ol' destroying 
1,000 first class battleships oould be pro- 
duced for the cost of one battleship. This 
result, he confessed, was astomuling, but 
lie maintained that it was hased on such a 
foundation in facts as at least to warrant 
its being pificeti in the category of prac- 
tical probabilities.

Insects That War With the Mosquito. 
There arc two natural enemies of the 


mosquito—tho dragon fly and tho spider. 
The latter, as we know, wages constant 
warfare upon all insect lite, and where 
mosquitoes are plentiful they form the 
chief diet of their hairy foe. The dragon 
fly is u destroyer of mosquitoes in at least 
two stages of life. 
Tho larva dragon fly 


feeds upon the larva mosquito, and whon 
fully developed tho iormordlnes constantly 
upon the matured mosquito. 
The dragon 


fly as a solution of the mosquito pest ques- 
tion is not wholly satisfactory, for while 
there is no serious difficulty to bo encoun- 
tered iu the cultivation of dragon flies in 
fS'ge numbers, yet it is manifestly impos- 
sible to keep them in the dauk woods 
whore mosquitoes abound, the hunting 
ground of the "darning needle" being 
among the flowers ,and dry gardens wnere 
the sunshine prevails. For this very im- 
portant reason the scheme of hunting one 
kind of insect with another must be aban- 
iloncd as impracticable.—'Washington Star.
